London, Jan. 29 — TbWfe Is vawMc 
comment in London on the discrepancy 
between the Boer account of the re- 
oapture of Splon Kop and that sent 
by General Buller. The latter eays 
not a word about the Ilorrs scaling Uio 
bill and attacliiug tlie British trenches 
and capturing 150 men who had 
bolited the white flax, as at Majuba 
Hill. Instead he spoke of the main- 
tenance of the best traditions of the 
British arniy. There is not mucli 
dMbt that tbe Boer account is correct. 
It Is by no means boastful. 

The military critics have givn up 
hope of savittf; l-adysniith, wiiicli is 
undQul^t^dly; short of food and am- 
mnnttidn. Tbe sarrtson went on short 
rations Dec. 2. 

The London Ilaily .Mail says: "The 
richest and what was hitherto consid- 
ered tJ^e most powerful nation in the 
wofTd'atandi in the humiliating posi- 
tion of seeing its armies hcaton havk 
with heavy losses at the bands of two 
small states. Our ambassadors abroad 
suffer ignominy, knowing that Dr. 
Leyds has during the past week been 
received at Kenii-ofllcial entertain- 
ments, not only in Paris, but in Berlin. 
Om would have thought that Dr. 
Leyd's reception by foreign govern- 
ments was alr.?ady suflicientiy sug- 
gestive. One would have thought the 
tl^<l bad come when some attempt 
■tabttld Im made to mobillie the fleet 
and the remaining land forces. In order 
that the world may know that, while 
bearing our sufferings calmly, we have 
no Int^i^lo^ of subsiding into a second 
or a 'third rate power by allowing for- 
eign intervention of any kind." 

As it required a month for Buller to 
roooTer from his earlier defeat at Co- 
lenso, it is not thought he can pull hie 
disheartened army together now in 
time to do anything for Ladysniith. 
IfOndon waits anxiously for the Bocrd 
to move. They seem to be fighting on 
a very definite plan, and it Is thought 
they may attack Duller or assault 
Ladysmlth.

WafhiMton, Jan. 29.— The secretary 
of the treasurv transmitted to the sen- 
ate his reply to the resolution of Jan. 
23, calling for further inforqi^tlon as 
to his denlingi with tk« oUtelsM ot' the 
National City Bank of New York. Sec- 
r|tery Oage quotes in full the senate 
rUpltf'tlon, and adds that it might be 
considered as fully answered by his 
communication of Jan. 10, in reply to 
the senate's first resolution of inquiry 
of Jan. 3 on the same subject. 

The secretary says he has had no 
communication or conversations with 
olBclals of the National City Bank of 
New York. 

He adds: "As shown In the com- 
munication of .Ian. 10, 1900, the Na- 
tional City bank did become the orig- 
inal reeipient and distributor of public 
funds, and that as fast as certain other 
banks qualilied It (the National City 
bank) transferrsd tho funds to those 
institutions. 

"I may add the sole purpose which 
has animated the secretary in these 
connections was so to use the bank as 
to secure, preserve and keep public 
moneys without risk or hazard, as 
would best conduce to the preservation 
and protection ot tho general Intsrests 

of the people." 

Bryan's Kiistern Toiip. 
Washington, Jan. 2!).— William J. 
Bryan spent a quiet Sunday in this city 
and left in the evening for Providence, 
via New York. Mr. Bryan's visit to 
I^rovidence will be his second entry 
into New England. "I have been 
greatly pleased," he said, "at the in- 
terest manifested by Democrats of the 
east in what I have had to say upon 
the great issues before the r^ople. 
There is every evidence of return of 
very many Democrats. I believe that 
as the real meaning of principle of the 
Chieago platform are better under- 
stood by the people of the east, not 
only will we regain the Democrats, but 
will make serious inroads in the ranks 
of the Republicans."

Partition of China. 
St, Petersburg, Jan. 29.— The news- 
papers her-^ are paying considerable 
attention to the events of China. The 
Novosti expresses the opinion that the 
dynasty wl<l last for a long time to 
come, but adds that China will never 
be restored to her former condition, 
and that the unavoidable work of par- 
tition will be accomplished peacefully, 
though perhaps in the distant future.

Joint Scale romnitttee So Far lias 
Agreed to NotUlii-; — Cold 
bpell Cause* Rejoicing

Indianapolis, Jan. 29.— The deadlock 
botweoh tho minors and coal operators 

la as strong as it was at noon la.st 
Saturday, when the joint scale com- 
mittee failed to come to any terms, 
and agreed to report back for further 
instructiook The oominitteemen say 
that the primary resolution for n fer- 
rlng the two propositions submittea to 
the Joint conference Is to allow the 
radicals on both si<^ to have their 
say, then turn them down. It is 
claimed that a compromi;-e can then 
be reached without so much haggling. 
The committee has agreed to nothing, 
and will simply test the strength of 
the opposing factions when tbe con- 
ference Is again called. 

The cold weather has made the oper- 
ators happy. They declare that this 
weather is worth many thousands of 
dollars a day to the trade. One Chi- 
cago operator, who worI;s mines in 
Indiana, declared that he is making 
between $1,000 and 91JSM a day out ot 
this cold sni^t. 

The miners on tbe other hand de- 
clare that cold weather is favorable to 
their cause, because Che demands are 
increased and more men are employed, 
whereas, it it becomes necessary to or- 
der a strlko to enforce wage demands, 
cold weather is of great a:--slstance. 

When the Joint conference of opera- 
tors and miners met the two proposi- 
tions of last Saturday, and which 
caused the deadlock In the Joint scale 
committee, were read. The oprrators" 
propssition is to establish the price 
of mining on tho basis ot 9 cents per 
ton advance on screen lump coal, mak- 
ing the price 75 cents per ton In the 
II()( king vall( y as tiie base, with a pro- 
portionate increase in inside day labor 
and dead work— all ot which is equiva- 
lent to Ml advance of 18 86-1.000 
per cent 

The miners rejected the offer in tho 
committee and submitted a propoaition 
resolving in favor of eight things— run 
of mine; flat differential of 7 cents be- 
tween pick and hand mining; the abol- 
ition of day labor and work; 2.'i cents 
a day advance for day labor; 20 cents 
per ton increase for mining; base for 
run-of-mine coal In the Eleventh dis- 
trict cents per ton, and the 
same (finilitions to prevail throughout 
the Indiana block Held. The opera- 
tors' committee rejected the proposi- 
tion, and tho conference received the 
report with mingled cheers and jeers. 
The minej-s hooted at the operators' 
proposition, while the operators 
laughed at the demands ot the Oiiners.

Disposition of Insular < biireli Property 
Lett to tbe CumiiilMlon. 

Washington, Jan. 29.— President Mc- 
Klnley has determined to leave to tbe 
new Philippines commission tbe ques- 
tion of the disporfitlon of church prop- 
erty in the archipelago. The commis- 
sion will consult with tho principal 
ofllcials relative to the action to be 
taken, and the status of the friars who 
remain in the islands will also be de- 
termined. At the same time the ad- 
ministration will have to decide what 
shall be done with church property In 
the island of Puerto Rico and the 
claims of the Catholic clergy, both 
thsrs and In the PhiUpplnea, for the 
oOfttilimitloB of the support they re- 
ceived from the government ot Spain, 
and which the clergy assert is guar- 
anteed them by the treaty of Paris. 

These questions are embarrassing to 
ths administration, especially as they 
are raised on the eve of tht* presiden- 
tial campaign, and there is no desire 
oni the part Of t^f oPclals to take any 
aetion wliich may ottenslve to the 
C&thoUe votors of tho country.

Heroic StrugglB of the Boers Stirs the 
Ilearts of the Staid Senators. 
Prooeedlngs In the Ntt> 
tloul LegilsUtMro. 



Washington, Jan 29.— After some 
routine business in the senate Mr. Pet- 

tigrew (S. P.) presented a resolution 
calling upon the president, if not in- 
eompa'Jble with public interests, to 
inform the senate if the people of Sa- 
moa had been coosulteo with reference 
to the raoont treaty regarding tho Sa- 
moa n islands. Tho rssolutlon woat 
over. 

The senate then adopted an order 

presented by Mr Allison (la.), decid- 
ing to pro< ecd to tlie election of a sec- 
retary and s<Tgcaiit-;.t-ii liiis for the 
senate. Mr. Allison then, in succes- 
sion, presented resolutions, first, that 
Charles C. Dennett of New York bO 
elected secretary of the senate, and, 
second, that Daniel M. Randell of In- 
diana be elected sergeant-at-arms. 
After an agreement was reached that 
the ofUcers were not to take their 
places until Feb. 1, the resohitions 
were adopted without division. 

Mr. Mason (Ills.), rising to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege, had read an 
interview purporting to have been 
held with the British consul at New 
Orleans, in which the Illinois senator 
was criticised for bis speech in sym- 
pathy with the Boers. Mr. Mason 
severely criticised the British govern- 
ment, not the people, saying that uut 
one-tenth of the English people fav- 
ored the present war in South Africa, 
and that 95 per cent of tne people ot 
tlii.^ country sympathized with the 
lloer.s. lie said that it was not the 
first time British diplomat* had in- 
terfered in American politics, and he 
desired to have attention called to this 
matt'r now, before it could injure the 
present administration us it had in- 
jured Mr. Cleveland. 

Mr. Lodge said he did not think tbe 
diplomatic or consular officers of any 
Bovernment had the rlKht to criticise 
a senator or representative, or any 
officer of this government. He said 
the gallant fight the Boers were mak- 
ing stirred the heart of every man. 

Mr. .Mas-on criticised tlie foredgn re- 
lations committee for taking no action 
upon the resolution of sympathy. He 
then resumed his criticism of England. 
He said England had made tbe war 
for tbe purpose of getting tho rich 
mines of South Africa. 

htr. Piatt (R., Conn.) said at tho 
close of Mr. Mason's speech that ho 
wished to enter his protest against the 
abiiHe of free speech on tho floor ot 
the senate. 

Mr. Pettigrew, speaking on a resolu- 
tion relating to contraband of war, 
said that the doctrine that a belliger- 
ent might seize food stuffs, even if it 
paid for them, would mean that in 
caso of war between our two beat eus* 
tomers. our trade with both would bo 
destroyed. 

Mr. Tillnip.n then toidj the f'.- or and 
made a speech on the Philippine ques- 
tion. It was a vigorous denunciation 
of ine administration's policy. He de- 
nied that the blood of the soldiers in 
the Pliili[ii>int s was upon the heads ot 
those who opposed imperialism. "The 
president of tbe United States, by ne- 
gotiating the treaty of peace and buy- 
ng the Philippines, and those senators 
who assisted in ratification of the 
treaty," he said, "are responsible for 
the present war." Mr. Tillmlan said' that 
the United States can not govern any 
territory that does not belong to the 
United States, and where our flag 
Boats the ooostltution and tbo prla* 
ciplM «( tho DooUratiOA ol Inflspond- 
enog bo in forca.

Most of the mills 
ara owned at home— a wholesome feature 
and one that promisee them exemption 
perhaps for a time from restrictive Icnii-- 
lation. Railroading is too unprofitable 
in the Bonth for the average oitisen to 
put his money into railroad stocks and 
bonds, with the result that the owuer- 
ahip of railroads has gone largely to the 
great centers of capital ; but mill profits 
ranging as high as 40 per cent, a year 
tempt the local capitalist to invest.

Mackie, of tbe Cincinnati 
Oun OInb, is in Oolumbna, fighting aome 
of the measures of the game-law reform- 
ers. Beven new bills are before the 
house. The Sherman Gun Club of Oo- 
lumbus has taken a hflnrl in the matter, 
and ciiicially Euggested these amend- 
ments to existing laws: 

1. That no quail shall be killed, except 
between Nov. 10th and Dec. 1st; thst 
not over twenty quail shall b« killed in 
one day by one man. 

2. That a license fee of $1 shall be 
charged for every resident hunter, and 
that a license fee of $26 shall be chaixel 
for every non-reaident hunter, anch fund 
to provide for the better oniMMmentof 
the game laws. 

3. That rabbita may not be killed with 
a gun except between Nov. 10th and Dec. 
1st, but that they may be trapped, 
hunted and killed with doge and ferreta 
at any time. 

4. That doves, F<]uirrels and woodcock 
shall not be hunted except between July 
4th and Sept. 15th. 

That license fee would add $20,000 at 
least to the State revenues. One bill pro* 
bibita tbe hunting of qoail with dog. .

Maysville, in her initiatory tobacco 
ftir held Saturday, January 20tb, has 
folly proven her ability to make a buc 
CMi of what her enterpriaini; and ener 
g0tie citizens undertake* She has dem- 
oi|{*tnted the fact that her aarrounding 
eoUBtry can not be anrp aa aed in the qual 
ity and produotiou of white hurley to- 
bacco. The county oi Maaon in Ken- 
tucky ia among; the pioneen of that type 
of tobacco, and .within a radius of the 
five counties that compose the Mason 
Oonnty district there is clote to 15,000,000 
pounds of tobacco produced yearly. 

Maysville is well located fiom a buni- 
neai standpoint for tobacco manufactur 
in| or otbev interesta. Her citizens in' 
yite CApItaliata to inveatiKate, who arc 
looking for a good location and other ad 
vantaffea. They have a population of 10,- 
000 people, city taxes fl.25, and rail and 
water transportation. Tlicy also offer 
cheap locations and taxes free for five 
ytara to mannfactnrera locating there. 

Notwithstanding an all day rain the to- 
bacco fair proved that it is productive of 
Feveral good features, one of which if the 
bringing together of the tobacco growers 
and the warehousemen, brokers, specula- 
tors and the resident buyers of leaf to- 
bacco in the auction marketa.for the large 
tobacco mannfacturera. 

It lias been said that "one touch of na- 
ture makes ua all kig ;" ao it is in hold- 
idg tbl^feco faira, for it brings together 
th» various elemcntn of the tobacco trade, 
who have an opportunity to get in close 
tooob with th« prodooen, and when they 
are on the auction market they all feel 
that a closer boud hai Wn w«ldad after 
•» oooaaloaal eoetal and boalaeM gath- 
ering.' 

In looking over tlie large audience of 
the farming community aaaembled in 
the opera bouse their personnel in intel- 
ligence, and as a representative body, 
was one they could be proud of. The 
honored goesta on the atage added laater 
to the gathering. 

When it comes to fon and frolic, inter- 
miogled with buaineMi there ia no clasa 
of boainess men that have more of it 
than the tobacco trade, as we believe 
their calling, which bringa them together 
almoat daily on the aootion adee, ia pro- 
ductive of a fellow feelinijr.
